W A S H IN G T O N , Jan. 6.— The Supreme C ourt today knocked out another chief pillar of 
the Roosevelt administration by holding the AAA 
(Agricultural Adjustment Act) 
to be un­ 
constitutional. 
Thus the AAA follows the NRA into the discard, and necessitates a vast revamping of the 
adm inistration’s whole program. 
The court killed the NRA last May in a sweeping decision that 
was matched only by to d a y ’s. 
The NRA and the AAA were the twin pillars of the Roosevelt program. 
The NRA was to 
have rejuvenated industry through federal regulation of hours and wages and production. 
The 
AAA was agriculture’s com panion piece— designed to rejuvenate agriculture through a system 
of cron regulation and control, and paym ent of bounties based on production. 
The court’s decision in the NRA case fast May was unanimous, but today the court divided 6 to 3. 
Justices Brandéis, Stone and Cardozo dissented from the opinion which was read by Justice Owen J. Roberts. 
The majority opinion was supported by Chief Justice Hughes, and Associate Justices McReynolds, Van- 
deventer, Butler and Sutherland, in addition to Justice Roberts. 
The decision of the court was so sweeping in character th a t many lawyers who listened to its rendition 
believed th at when its full import is realized, it also will consign to oblivion many other acts of the 74th 
congress since the Roosevelt adm inistration took office.

dent Roosevelt today estimated that 
it will cost the American people in 
excess of one billion dollars to pro­ 
tect themselves from foreign dan­ 
gers in the fiscal year 1937. 
He estimated, in his budget mes­ 
sage to congress, th a t it will cost 
the United States $193,000,000 more 
to m aintain an adequate national 
defense in the 1937 fiscal year than 
it cost it during the current fiscal 
year. 
However, this included an 
increase of $149.326.956 for rivers 
and harbors, leaving the increase for 
military defense purposes around

sel for Kelley declared the measure

First, is not a debt and the 
state is under no legal obligation, 
and second, even if it is an obliga­ 
tion, it is an obligation to be paid 
out of current revenue, and your 
honorable body has frequently held 
th a t to be no debt.” 
The authority board was sponsor­ 
ing a $60,000,000 building program 
for state institutions.

Roosevelt Message 


Charges President W ith Many 
Departures From Ideals 
Stated In Message

The woman is Gussie Friedman. 
Giggling and toothless, she an- 
swered all questions concerning the j 
child with eerie laughter. 
Stopped By Boys 
Shortly after noon yesterday some 
one wheeled the baby away in its 
gray and black perambulator from

where it had been placed by its 
mother, Mrs. Max Horowitz. 
Four high school boys, members 
of the voluntary army of searchers, 
stopped the Friedman woman as 
she was wheeling a baby carriage 
with two year old Doris Maselin in 
it toward the East River at Gouvei- 
neur slip and turned her over to 
the police.
